DISPOSING OF PASTrtY. 


tidbit* That Capable Housewives C'»n 


Make of Left Oven. 


It is not always tin easy matter to dis- 


possi of nil the scraps of pastry left after 
making patties or pies of any kind. 


In olden times thcrB was a variety of j 


nice little cakes made of small pieces of 
fiue pastry and j-aruished with jelly, 
jams or sweetened creams whipped (o a 
stiff froth uiid flavored. The well known 
"wells of Cupid," us they \vero known 
in those Bentimcnfal days, \yoro nothing 
more than tiny Out c.akrs ( f pastry with 
a raised ring of pastry laid ru them, the 
cavity in the renter being filled with 
jelly or jam of fiomo bright color. • 


These ''welis'' aio er.uietimcs made 


of cold boiled plum pudding, garnished 
with a creamy hard brandy sauce, and 
they are then strvt-d at the holiday .sea- 
son auri Iciawii as "wells of Noel. " Al- 
most any pluin cooky dough iw:iy be 
rolled out and cut np into circles and 
rings of equal size, uud have a riui? laid 
on evc-ry circle -and thn cakes Lakcd. 
The cavity in 'the center may bo Cllod 
with bright red currant jelly. 


Those dainty litt.lo cakes called "mar- 


igolds'" may bo made of puff pasta cr 
any pustsy or cake barrier that can lv 
rolKd out. They arc especially j-in1. 
made of puff pnstry glazed with sugar 
arid baked a golden hue. 


Cut out 20 circles of pastry with u 


fluted cutter about two inches in diam- 
eter. Then stamp'out an equal r.r.in!;ni 
of rings about three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter. Put thc.se tiuy rings iu the 
center of the large circles and stick 
pieces of blanched und shredded almonds 
arcmud Iho centerpieces. Dredge these 
cakes with sugar and buko them in a 
quick oven for about ton minutes, or 
until they are, a nice goldeu brown. 


Arrange little strips of red _currnut 


jelly lengthwise around the edge be- 
tween the strips of almond. These rep- 
resent the petals of the flower. These 
cakes arc. troublesome to make, but axe 
nice for n child's party or other gala o'u- 
cnsioii. 


"Kin<< Henry's shoestrings" arc strips 


of paslry arranged in four loofs in the 
shape of a St. Andrew's cross. They 
are decorated with bits of green prr.jje 
.jelly and reel currant jelly to represent 
rubies and emeralds. Where a cooky 
batter is used pieces of candied cherry 
and green liine or the prettier candied 
angelica can be used. 


Other cakes may be made in (be form 


of small wreaths made of little le.'.-es 
of pastry "hen baked. Bits of bright 
jelly ?et in various hollows cf the wreati 
irpr:sent blossoms. These urea delight 
tc children.—St. Louis Republic.
